Council discussed using revenue sharing funds in 
connection with the beautification in executive session. 

Hanbury said he could not recommend improve-

now this and both are pitching 
:or the stable label. Thus a 
conservative liberal like Robb 
and a liberal conservative like 
Coleman have campaigned in 
such a way that it is difficult to 
distinguish between them. The 
result is intriguing, sometimes 
amusing. 

The cynics say this campaign 
has brought forth upon Virginia 
a new dilemma, conceived in 
hypocrisy and dedicated to the 
proposition that there's one 
born every minute. The wags 
say that governors can be like 
bulls. A young bull is the 
friendliest thing, trys to be nice 
to everybody, will play like a 
little kitten, and then suddenly 
he grows up and tries to kill you. 

The voters say they want their 
governor to be what he says he 
is. Vtr^ma*s governor is one of 
the most powerful chief state 
executives in the United States. 
He has the veto power and 
broad appointive power over; 
2.000 state positions. 
Conservative voters aren't born 
every minute and they don't 
want to elect a governor who 
will kill them. 

The voter, not personally 
acquainted with either of the 
candidates, often seeks the 
advice and guidance of people 
who are. Therefore, we have 
organizations like Virginians 
for Robb and Virginians for 
Coleman with long lists of Old 
Dominion leaders endorsing 
their candidate with the most 
convincing conservative 
inducements. 

Lists can be confusing, 
especially with well known 



conservatives lined up with each 
candidate. So conservative 
voters will have to turn to other 
sources for inspiration. For 
example, it is generally 
recognized that the guber- 
natorial candidate who has 
former governor Mills 
Godwin's endorsement is the 
most conservative candidate. 

Godwin made his position 
clear five months ago. He said:

Bale upon bale of the grass is loaded on large 
mother ships, usually imder government eyes, at a 
marketplace value of SIO a pound.

Mother ships leave the Columbian coast one, 
two, three or more at a time. Sometimes decoy 
ships are sent out to distract watchful eyes. For 
yean, much of the mother ship's load was dum- 
ped In Florida, but btcreased U.S. Customs, and 
Drug Enfortennmit Administration presense has 
Bklped Mine* of the lUtcIf hmalmtaM north.

Congressional legislation, enacted during 
the Civil War, is making life miserable for nar- 
cotics officers across the country. And no- 
where are the act*s 
outdated restrictions 
more painfully 
realized than in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

The Posse Com- 
mitattus Act, passed 
in 1863, maintains 
that neither the Army 
nor the Air Force 
shall assist local and 
state law enforcement 
agencies in the enfor- 
cement of criminal 
law. The Navy and Marines were not 
specifically addressed in the act, but abided by 
the act al<mg with the other branches of tl^ 
armed services. 

The mtent of the act, i^ccording to Vfa-ginia 
Beach resident Frank Cariringtoa, an attorney, 
former narcotics policeman, and member of 
the United States Attorney General's Task 
Force on Violent Crime, was "to prevent 
Union soldiers from chasing runaway slaves." 
Obviouslysuch an act has no validity in the 
1980's,and Attorney General William French 
Smith's task force has recommended the act be 
amended by Congressional actions. The 
proposal, however, is only one of 64 task force 
proposals presented to Smith, and it is uncer- 
tain which proposals he will attempt to per- 
petuate. 

Drug smuggling is the key topic in 1981 
discussions over amending the Posse Com- 
mitattus Act. As it stands now, according to 
Carrington, the Army and Air Force have taken 
the position that they are forbidden by law to 
alert U.S. Custom agents or Drug Enfor- 
cement Administration (DEA) offidais to 
trans- Atlantic freight liners spotted ISO miles 
offshore in international waters, distributing 
tons of illicit drugs to daiighter ships. 

The task force recommends in its repcMt, 
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which was submitted to Smith only three 
weeks ago, that military planes flying routine 
flights be allowed to report obvious narcotics 
activities, such as numerous daughter ships 
leaving a mother ship, to the DEA and other 
drug enforcement agencies. 

"We didn't recommend that special flights 
be conducted to catch or search for the 
smugglers," Carrington said, "report only 
cases where they spot obvious narcotics ac- 
tivity during their routine flights."if 

The task force reconunends that the 
Secretary of the Navy resend age-old orders 
prohibiting the Navy and Marines from aler- 
ting drug enforcement officials to potential 
smugglers. An idea whidi the Navy is not 
likely to look favorably on; from the perspec- 
tive that it would be another duty for them to 
perform.

The act also addresses other criminal ac- 
tivities, such as terrorism, and Carrington 
predicts if Smith pushes the proposal before 
the necessary Office of Legal Counsel, it will 
be looked upon favorably by the Congress and 
the White House. 

"I don't expect he will act on all 64 recom- 
mendations," Carrington said. "We'll just 
have to wait to see if he chooses the Posse 
Conunitattus Act." 



Carrington said it is accurate to state this 
one act is unwillfully protecting multitudes of 
drug smugglers. 

"Clearly Custom agents can arrest them as 
soon as they're on the shoreline," Carrington 
noted, "but I'm not sure who would, or could 
make arrests out of territorial boundries." 



$30,000 Yields $45,000 For Some

You sense a feeling of urgent desperation in 
Rensoa's voice. 

"You can't compare the drug problems of yesterday 
with today." Benson, a seven-year ViigiBia Beach nar- 
cotici detective said. "What we're dealing with today 
are drug smuggjen with unlimited resowtes. Our vice 
and narcodcs squad just doesn't have the maiqwwer or 

KMurces to stop the dmg flow mto Viiifaiia Beach." 

Virgiiiia Beadi used to be known as a dty of (bug 
users, said Wnqr B naw aB , a two year Virginia Beach 
ntfootics detective, "mortof themundiertheafeof 26. 
But there has evtrived a segment of pcoirie who started 
making S200,000 to $300,000 a year off seffing illicit 
drugs. This has led today to prominent Virginia Beach 
businessmen who lend out $30,000 in cold cash and 
receive $4S.000 in return a few weeks later. " 

Virginia Beach narcotics detectives are currently 
engaged in what they sparingly call a major conspiracy. 

"We're making good headway, but it's very slow, 
tedious work to document all the evidence we need," 
Benson said." 

Implicated in the investigation are at least 40 to SO 
nujor characters with a supporting cast of almost 200. 

Benson and Bosweli report that Virginia Beach has a 
very defmate drug problem, especiaUy with cocaine and 
herion use in the upper-middle and upper class Virginia 
Beach. 

"That ain't no crap what you see in '60 Minutes,'" 
Benson said. "Much cocaine comes out of South 
America. It comc^from the Columbian and cocaine 
cowboys, which is a mix of Cuban and Columbian 
government officials. And believe me, that stuff hits 
this area." 

Benson said oceanic freight Hners called "mother 
ships" r^ularly leave from the northern coast of 
Columbia in South America en route to various of- 
fshore ports of call from Florida, north. 

"Those ships have very sophisticated radar, sonar, 
and communications equipment," Benson said. 
"They're owned by nien who have unlimited resources. 
They w<m*t hesitate to ditch a new airplane, OT scuttle a 
boat and crew of dai^er approadws. Crews have been 
killed on several occasions.'' 

Bowdl said the narcotics* squad needs more man- 
power and money to cover \%igiua Beach's 30 miles of 
shoreiiae. 



"We could control the major drug industry in 
Virginia Beach if we had more manpower and resour- 
ces," he said. "We get tips from people, but it really 
takes more than that." 

Currently in Virginia Beach, according to Benson and 
BosweU. there is more cocaine and heroin in the city 
than demand for it. 

"We have a bad herion problem here." Benson said. 
"Members of the upper-middle cUss and upper class are 
addicted to charing the dragon. That's where the addict 
puts the herion on tin fml, fires it up from underneath 
and iniiales the fumes through a straw. There are doc- 
tors and lawyers in Virginia Beach strung out on it." 

Benson ako said tlutt they never hear about cocaine 
parties where the white stuff is distributed in containers 
the size oi kitchen mixing bowls, untfl the party's over. 

Virguiia Beach has eight narcotic officers, compared 
to Norfolk, for example, with 27. Benson and Boswdl 
said the word on the street is to come to Vvginia Beach 
if you want to seO drugs.

Council Will Discuss Matter 



Administrator Evaluations Urged 



' An annual or bi-annual evahiation of the five ad- 
ministrators appointed by Virginia Beach City Council 
will be considered by Council next Monday afternoon. 

The evaluation is one part of a two-part proposal by 
Counciiwoman Mcycra Obcnidarff as an alternative to a 
strong-mayor form of government supported by Mayor 
Dr. J. Hcwy McCoy Jr. 

Obemdorf had suggested a one-year evaluation, but 
other members thought two years would be more ap- 
propriate. 

Obemdorf also suggested five standing committees 
each made up of two Coundl m ember s to review mat- 
ters within their areas of responsibility prior to con- 
sideration by the whole Council. This part of the 
proposal received a less than enthusiastic reception. 

llie five appointees are the city manager, the city 
derk, the assessor, the city attorney and the h: {h con- 
stable. 

Mn. Oberndorf said the council's difficulties were 
primarily in two areas, the method used to direct the 
five appointees and the procedures used in the con- 
sideration and adoption of the weekly agenda. The 
committees would address the latter problem, she said. 

Obemdorf had submitted her proposal in a letter to 
Council members dated Oct. 8. 

She said at an informal meeting Monday afternoon 
sometimes Council makes a request of the staff, but 
there is no foUowup. The committees would be closer to 
the probtenu in specific areas, she said. "Everyoiie here 
has sooMlMBt lo offer." and Coundl has no staff of Its 



I tiK appointees be placed on annual 
oontracU and meet with Council at the end of the con- 
tract period when they would be retained with a merit 
increase or at their current salary or released with 
severance pay. 

Mayor McCoy said that the committee system is 
"contrary to what I was trying to say. I was trying to 
eliminate the part-time coundl from getting so involved 
by trying to find one person to do a job full-time." He 
laid both he and Obemdorf were saying there were 
some problems that needed to be addressed. He added 
that contracu should be longer than a yeair. 

Obemdorf said Coundl has been charged that it has 
been floundering without direction. She said the public 
put CouncU-ia office and Council is answerable to ac- 
tions taken. She said she was attempting to invoWe 
coundl on a personal levd. 

Councibnan RcM Ervia said that a lot has been said 
about the lack of Coundl leadership, but "I don't agree 
with that." He said as individuals. Council is really 
working for what's best for this dty. "I didn't ahvays 
believe that but 1 do now." Of the committee system, he 
said that would be taking this job from the 
professionals. "They'D fed they're being led around by 
the nose." 

He said if the staff is responsible it doesn't need 
Coundl's hdp except to estabUsh poHcy. He said Coun- 
cilman John A. laa,i has often observed that Coundl 
policy is nebulous. He suggested evaluation of appoin- 
tees every two years. 
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He said he agreed with Oberndorf m prindple and 
that she was "on the right track." 

He said that the evaluations should be conducted 
every two years when Council 'reorgamzes. And they 
should take place in executive session. 

As for establishing leadership, he said any sunple 
majority is enough for him. 

Obemdorf said the standing committee idea is not 



Ervin persisted that the indictment that Council 
lacked leadership was unfair. "What decision ^ould we 
have made differently with a strong mayor? I don't 
think they'^ be different. This Council has been 
criticized too mudi." 

He said the members of Coundl were unselfish and 
did not serve for personal economic reasons. 

Counciiwoman Reha McClaaan said that every 
organization on which she served worked more ef feden- 
tly with comittees. She said Chesapeake Mayor Sdney 
M. Ooum said the most effective thing he did was 
organize a conunittee system. She said the conunittee 
idea has possibilities and the evaluation proposal is 
"okay." "We shouldn't put them down lightly." 

Councibnan W. H. KUcUn DD said he didn't see how 
committees can make the govenunoit more functional. 

Obemdorf said that McCoy's proposal to change the 
form of govenunent predpitated the letter. She had 
stated in her letter that chutges could be made within 
the present structure without requesting changes of the 
General Assembly wluch would be the case if more 
power were to be given to the mayor. McCoy had 
suggested a stnmg full-time, elected mayor with a 
professional assistant. Other Council memben have 
favored a directly-elected mayor without changing the 
dty manager-Coundl form of govenunent. 

McCoy said if this was a reaction to what I said, we're 



ut on a limb." He said he supported a full-time mayor 
who was not gainfully employed. "The point is bdng 
missed." 

"You say we're not accoimtaUe, ^ut that's wrong," 
Ervin said. ^ 

"Perhaps we can consider involving Council in the 
process in a businessKly manner," Obemdorf said. 

"We're looking for ways to address a problem when 
we haven't said what the problem would be," Baum 
said. 

Ervin said the Council's only defect is that it's 
"sometimes not very dear on the policy we establish for 
the dty manager." 

Councilman Patrkk L. Standing povited out that 
"once you appoint standing committees you remove the 
expertise of people on other matters." He said the 
mayor now has authority to appoint people with the 
most expertise. "I don't think we should set in concrete 
who will serve on what," he said. 

CouncilwcHnan Barbara Henley said that under the 
present system some things tend to be overlooked. 

Vice Mayor Harold Heiichobcr said be disagreed with 
the strong mayor jAan but had a problem wiJi the com- 
mittee plan. He said that if things run normally, the 
staff will take care of the five areas and if the dty has 
unusual problems you have the authority to appoint 
people to committees. "We do not need standing com- 
mittees. That's what they get paid for. We can handle 
the other on an ad hoc basis." 

He pranted out that Hanbury had asked to be 
evaluated. He agreed with evaluations but said the one- 
year contract troubled him. "I don't think you treat 
people that way." 

McClanan asked to have the evaluation matter put on 
the agenda on Monday.

Virginia Beach City 
Counciiwoman Barban 
llsiity as endorsed dec- 
ted school boards, saying 
that those who spend tax 
money should be «xoun- 
table for it. 

She said the General 
Assembly should allow 
each locality to dedde 
through a referendum 
how its school board 
should be elected. 

Monday afternoon. 
Hodey asked that the item 
be induded among the 
city's legislative proposab 
to the 1982 General 
Assembly. She said she 
had fwinerly held the op- 
posing viewpoint but that 
now she is for an dected 
school board. 

She said later that she 
had argued on the op- 
poung side of the questioa 
in a debate during her first 
year on Cotucil. She star- 
ted her term in July 1979. 

The side was actually 
amtigiiT^ to her, but, she 
said, she was never sold on 
elected sdiool boards until 
the 1981-82 budget was 
being put together. That's 
the school board 



bombarded Council to 
restore to the school 
budget money which had 
been cut by City Manager 
George L. Haabary. 

Henley pointed out that 
Council "has no control 
over how the money is 
spent but we have to raise 
the taxes." 

Under Virginia law, 
school boards are appoin- 
ted by dty councils or 
county boards or super- 
visors or a school trustees 
board elected by the board 
of supervisors. 

She said that die did not 
know aU the possibilities 
concerning how taxes 
should be raised but said 
that the people should 
know which percentage of 
the taxes or whidi taxes 
are for schools and which 
for general city ad- 
ministration. 

By law, the dty sets 
taxes, and q>propriates a 
lump stun for the School 
Board but had no contrcri 
over how the money will 
be spent. 

' Henley said the 
question comes up at 
every election and that 



dected School Boards are 
an objective of the 
Virginia Education 
Association. 

She said the awkward 
situation in which Coundl 
was placed this year pcnnts 
to the inadequacies of the 
system. 

Counciiwoman Rcba 
McClanan, who also 
thinks localifies should be 
given the option to dedde 
how school boards should 
be selected, pointed out 
that Virginia is the only 
state that does not allow 
elected boards in some 
form. 

McClanan who did a 
term paper in graduate 
schoiri on the subject three 
years ago, said that every 
other state has elected 
school boards in some 
form. 

She said that actually 
the subjed is part of a 
larger question. Virginia, 
she said, "Doesn't dect a 
lot of officials period." 
She said that in Kentucky 
where she comes from 
they go too far m one 
direction, electing 
everyone from the state 



superintendent of schools 
to the dog catcher, but 
"we go too far the other 
way. She said only con- 
stitutional officers and 
councils and boards of*^ 
supervisors are eleded. 
The judges have tremen- 
dous power through ap- 
p<»ntments. 

She said that she is 
bothered by a iwevalent 
idea that "if you dect 
your school boards you 
make it political. I don't 
see how you can make it 
more politicaL It will be 
pt^tical regardless." 

Sht said there were ad- 
vantages both ways, but 
that with elected boards, 
people will fed they have a 
say. 

Sht said that ahnost 
every year a bill comes up 
in the General Assembly 
to have dected boards, 
but that there has been 
more sunxvt in recent 
years. 

McClanan said she is 
for local option so that 
localities won't be forced 
todiante.

The Water Story Continues 

When it comes to acquiring a long-range water source 
fOT Virginia Beach. City Councilman Held Enrin would 
rather not go it alone. 

Although Virginia Beach officials feel that the Beach 
has come out on the short end in its dealings with Nor- 
folk over water. Ervin thinks there still may be room for 
cooperation between the two cities in the future. 

Council already has expressed intentions to establish 
its own water source in c(mjunction with the Appomat- 
tox River system, but the cost will be astronomical. 

Ervin said that Norfolk's Moore's Bridges treatment 
plant, for instance, i^ hu^g enough for both cities sO 
that it would be more ecommiic for the facility to be 
used jointly. 

Ervin said he still supported a regional system.' but 
that it will take the State and Federal governments both 
to make a regional system viable. 

In addition to signing the new contracts with Norfolk 
to guarantee Virginia Beach a water supply for the next 
ten years, Ervin said there are things we can propose to 
i- Norfolk to encourage cooperation. Norfolk has some 
facilities we can jointly use, but the city will have to 
become involved in other Norfolk projecu such as the 
Airport Authority and the Chrysler Museum. 

He said that Virginia Beach never has made specific 
propocab m this area. "Reba's right, we're talking about a 
terrific amount of m<Hiey."

Remote Beach Lures Smugglers 



The following is the second installment of the Sun 
ihree-part investigative series entitle Chasing the 
ffragon/The Columbian Connection. Last week's In- 
stallment explained how illicit drugs find port into 
Virginia Beach, and how the Posse Comttatus Act is 
aiding international drug smugglers. Virginia Beach 
police officials also acknowledged the growing drug 
problem in Virginia Beach. This week's articles will 
feature reactions to Virginia Beach 's drug problem from 
a Coast Guard commander and federal drug enfor- 
cement officials: plus the current legal status of the 
posse Comllatus Act; and the role Informants play In 
narcotic detection. Next week's bulaUment will feature 
an Interview with a Virginia Beach mother and her 17 
year old son who has smoked tnmrifuatut since the age of 
six; a guest editorial from Dotores Delaney, prudent of 
the Virginia Beach Council of P. T.A. 'i; and a probe of 
the question of lenient sentemcbtg in drug cases by 
yiiTtinia Beach fudges.

The United States Coast Guard concedes, Virginia 
Beach has some remote spots very attractive to drug 
smugglers. However, Virginia Beach is not as appealing 
to drug smugglers as the Eastern Shore. 

"Of course. Virginia Beach is close to the ocean, and 
remote enough in some areas to attract drug 
smugglers," said U.S. Coast Guard Commander Robert 
A. Bastck,. Chief of intelligence and law enforcement, 
flfth Coast Guard district, Portsmouth. "But many of 
Virginia Beach's easily accessible areas are not that 
remote; especially compared to the Outer Banks of the 
Eastern Shore." 

Virtini* Bewh yacht owners are tempted by big 
money to pick-up drug! off Virginla't ooast, Bastek, a 
Virginia Beach resident said, and the money earned is 
invested back into legitimate Virginia businesses. The 
Coast Guard guards the coast from any attack, and also 
conducts surveillance and searches when necessary. 

"We fed that we get about 201ii of the drug traffic 
out there." he said, "and to stop 30^ of the drug traf- 
fic we would need more men than we could get. But we 
won't get the needed money under the current political 
climate." Although drug traffic has been squeezed into 
Virginia Beach by tighter security crackdowns in other 
portt. Buten notes no noted increase in Virginia Beach. 
"We see the squeeze effect every day." he said, "but it 
hasn't progressed to the point yet that Virginia Beach 
has become a mecca for drugs. The drug smugglers just 
sail their ships anywhere to avoid intervention." 

Bastek said when the recent "Cuban Invasion" 
began, the Coast Guard intercepted many marijuana 
laden ships in routine trips to the east coast. The illicit 
drug action has became particulary keen in Louisiana

But as the Coast Guard becomes in- 
creasingly aware of the trtqric^ choke off points located 
in tropical islands, the dniji traffic has decreased, or at 
least until an alternate snnii^ing route is discovered. 

"We look for ships that match our smuggling 
profile." he said. "We have a pretty good idea of i^iat 
boats go where and why." 

The drug business has involved into an industry, 
Bastek says, and Virginia Beach has become a 
recognized drop off point for drug smugglers. 



Marijuana is imported into Virginia Beach more than 
other drugs snch as heroin and cocaine, yet the profit

Bastdt said he is encouraged that local and Federal 
^vg enforcement agents work together as they recently 
did m a Pungo Hashi^ bust. Cooperation between the 
different agencies is what he said will be key to preven- 
ting illegal drug smuggling. 
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Informants Are Special Breed 



Informants are used by 
law enforcement officials 
to learn of criminal ac- 
tivities before they occur, 
or as soon afterwards as 
possible. 

The informants are 
usually criminals them- 
selves, thus hoping for 
special treatment from law 
officers in return for 
special information. The 
personal relation between 
police and narcotics of- 
flcers and their informants 
has grown over the years, 
and become more 
polished. 

"Our informants pick- 
up information from 
people on the streets and 
let us know about it," said 
Virginia Beach Narcotics 
Detective Brace Beoson. 
"We rely on infcmnant's 
tips before we start in- 
vestigations." 

Rookie narcotics agents 

in Virginia Beach are 

guided by veterans like 

Benson, and Instructed in 

^ how to develop contacts. 

"New narcotics agents 
don't just go right in the 
street the first day and 
start looking for infor- 
mants," Benson said. 
"Sure, they'll have some 
of their own, and will 
cultivate more and more 
as time goes on. But 
generally, new agents arc 
put with more experienced 
agents to meet sources, and 
learn the techniques and 
procedures of undercover 
narcotics work." 

Benson said informants 
must prove to be reliable, 
or they are no use. Infor- 
mants must be actively in- 
volved with the local drug 
community, consequently 
engaging in unlawful ac- 
tivities to be of service to 
narcotics officers. 

"Peo|^ come to us and 
want to volunteer their 
services, but many times 
^ they are very distinguished 
people who can not be 
used because they don't fit 
in the drug culture," Ben- 
son said. "One good in- 
formant can do more 
good than 20 other wish- 
ful ones."- 

Most informants tip 
police officers to gain 
revenge on someone for 
previous drug encounters, 
or over a grudge. 

"People inform to get 
iMKk at someone for rip- 
ping them off earlier," 
Benson said, "or just 
because they have a ven- 
detta against someone." 

Benson said narcotics 
officers must be careful 
not to "bum out" an in- 
formant by using him so 
much it becomes apparent 
he is helpiog the police. 
On that same note, 
Virginia Beach attorney, 
and member of President 
Reagan's advisory' task 



force on victims of crime, 
FnMk Carrlngtoa, said 
there is a lack of protec- 
tion for informants, and it 
is causing friction between 
local and fedwal drug en- 
forcement offlcials. 

"You take an inex,- 
perienced federal drug 
agent who writes up a 
report from the infor- 
mation given him by local 
narcotics agent," 
Carrington explained 
"and in the report the 
agent writes the name of 
the informant who made 
the pinch. The accused has 



complete access to the in- 
formant's name through 
the Freedom Of Infor- 
mation Act. That's why 
more experienced agents 
don't put the names in the 
report, but only gender 
and date." 

Carrington said, 
sometime federal drug en- 
forcement officials and 
local officers are unwilling 
to talk to each other. He 
said Congress may be 
asked to admend the FOI 
Act to allow for better 
protection of local and 
state informants, 
mants.

The wheels of Gover-

Comitatus Act, written 
and passed during the 
Civil War. 

Under the Act, military 
equipment and personnel 
are not to be used to assist 
Jocal and state law enfor- 
cement officials in the en- 
forcement of criminal law. 
The act speciflcally ad- 
dressed the Army and Air 
Force, and reached the 
Navy and Marines. 

Currently, the act is 
being debated privately in 
Senate and House. Armed 
Forces Committee 
meetings. The amended 
Act is being fostered as a 
rider to a 1982 United 
States Department of De- 
fense approporiation bill, 
according to Eileea Lee, 
case worker.

The House ver- 
sion took it one Wep fur- 
ther, and called for the use 
of military personnd in 
working with the local 
agencies^ and the Senate 
didn't agree with that 
idea."

Robb And Coleman 



There are times in this 
business of electing a governor 
when Virginians might take the 
whole affair for a vast practical 
joke. The joke, however, will be 
ai nobody's expense but our 
own. 

Reporters are calling the 1981 
gubernalorial campaign an 
cnignma of ill-deHned issues 
and tenuous realignments. They 
say both nominees have laced 
I heir speeches and media ads 
with an orthodox conservatism, 
stressing inoffensive goals of 
fiscal austerity, quality 
education, economic 
development and tough law 
enforcement. 

No significant difference has 
yet been uncovered in the 
candidates' plans to run 
Virginia's government. One 
clear difference, however, has 
emerged on a broader scale. 
Marshall Coleman, as governor 
of Virginia, will work with 
President Reagan to implement 
his programs. He will work hard 
to re-elect Reagan in 1984. 
Chuck Robb will work hard for 
the candidate who will try to 
defeat President Reagan. And, 
if elected governor, Robb will 
be a leading prospect to run for 
vice president on Walter 
Mondale's 1984 presidential 
ticket. 

The Virginia voter, if more 
concerned with Old Dominion 
politics than with national 
implications, will have to look 
to each candidate's accomplish- 
ments, background and 
personality. 

John Marshall Coleman, 39, 
was elected attorney general of 
Virginia in 1977. A native of 
Staunton, he served in the 
House of Delegates from 1972 
lo 1975 and the Senate from 
1975 to 1977. He is a graduate of 
the University of Virginia and 
its law school. Between 
graduation and elected political 
office, Coleman joined a 
Staunton law firm and 
established himself as a skillful 
criminal lawyer. 

Charles Spittal Robb, 42, a 
relative newcomer to Virginia 
politics, a glamour candidate 
with national attention, 
deserves detailed examination. 
Born in Arizona, son-in-law of 
Lady Bird Johnson. Robb now 
lives in Alexandria in a $865,288 
Texa»-sized mansion. He 
attended Cornell in New York 
and received a bachelor's degree 
from the University of 



Wisconsin. He served with 
distinction as a Marine and 
graduated from the University 
of Virginia law school in 1973. 
Robb joined the Washington 
law firm of Edward Bennett 
Williams. He left there in 1977 
and was elected Virginia's 
lieutenant governor. 

Robb's military record makes 
a great tv commercial, but there 
has been very little revealed 
about his career as a lawyer. His 
critics with Edward Bennett 
Williams say Robb was 
"something less than medi- 
ocre" as an attorney. An asso- 
ciate said he produced nothing 
that can be recalled and he was 
encouraged to enter politics 
because too much legal work 
gave him a mental overload. His 
chief accomplishments in 
Washington included dancing, 
blowing kisses at his wife across 
the bridge table, and cracking a 
tooth on pistachio nuts at the 
Kuwaiti Embassy. 

If his career as a Washington 
lawyer might be considered a 
matter of opinion, his perfor- 
mance a lieutenant governor is a 
matter of record. Senior 
Virginia Legislators have 
frequently criticized Robb's 
reluctance to take stands and his 
inability to express the stands he 
does take. Senate majority 
leader Hunter D. Andrews has 
openly ridiculed Robb, 
referring to him as "Chuckle 
Bird." 

One of the themes of Robb's 
gubernatorial campaign is that 
he insists he can work more 
effectively with the Virginia 
legislature than Coleman. Yet 
each of the major pieces of 
legislation that he has endorsed 
- ERA, removal of sales tax on 
food, initiative referendum, 
Medicaid abortions - has not 
been approved. 

His critics see Robb as an 
overly cautious waffler whose 
only claim to fame in his 
marriage to Lyndon Johnson's 
daughter. Yet Robb is a good 
campaigner who courts both 
liberals and conservatives. He 
knows the middle of the road 
may not be the most exciting 
place to be, but at least he is 
further from the ditch - on either 
side. Since he has a record of 
indecisiveness, mediocrity and 
political opportunism, there is 
every reason to believe it will 
continue if he becomes 
governor. The joke will then be 
on Virginia. -H.B.

Seventeen year old Virginia Beach resident David* 
WiUiams sees nothing wrong with habitually smoking 
marijuana. In fact, he predicts when he marries, his wife 
will casually smoke it with him. EyentuaUy. he expects 
to see a President of the United States tuming-on in the 
White House. 

But while Williams' pot smoking revelations may 
shock and anger many Virginia Beach residents and 
parents, to him, his perceptions are an accurate reflec- 
tion of the future of drug use in this country. 

**There's nothing wrong with smoking grass," David, 
who has been smoking n»i||W»«pifMl«||^Jp^^ 

tried it. It V jnit a taiNMCO. I Kke tosmofcc it. I like the 

taste and quality." 

Williams said there is widespread drug use in Virginia 
Beach junior and high schools, but, fortunately, not at 
the elementary level. 

"If you want to try to get the kids to stop smoking 
dope, you have to get the message right down to them" 
David said, "but that is like going around your elbow to 
get to your fist. I know if you had come to me years ago 
and tried to tdl me how bad pot smoking was for you, 
I'd just stick up my middle finger and tell you where to 
go."

Williams blames some of the rampant use of illicit 
drugs on television, and the rest on society . 

"The drug problem is going to get worse." David 
said. "Already there's a place in New York where 
people can sm()KC4ope in tlieir home. People smoke 
dope and snort cocaine on teleN'ision all the time. It's ac- 
cepted. The President one day will smoke dope." 

A coninioBity threat 

Clearly, the looming use of illict drugs is a threat to 
the Virginia Beach community, parents, and youths. 
Yet, drug consumption is something which can continue 
for years right under parents' noses and not bedetected. 

David's first knowledge of grass was at the ^e of 
five, but he never actually lii-up until he was six. 

"I had heard of grass when 1 was five," he said, "but 
never smoked it until I was six." 

Dsmd was aqMiKd to the drug by boys twice his age 
whontbowed him to try it.

Beach Parents Must Not Be Afraid 
To Confront Kids Over Pot Use

•Maiv. Virginia Beach parents don't want to invade 
I heir chilJrcn's privacy and search their kids rooms for 
drugs.' charges Virginia Beach mother and housewife 
NdiK% A. Williams. 

"Bui I think it's far better for them to search the 
rooms."' vhe continued, "than it is to watch the 
children go down the drain." 

Nancy Williams is a 33 year Virginia Beach resident, 
and married 33 years to Jamts T. WMia«f. a stone 
mason. They have five children and live in the city's 
Lake Edwards section. 

The Williams' children range in ages from 16 to 23. 
and all reside in cither Virginia Beach or Norfolk. They 
all have jobs, or are students. That is, all but one. And 
that one has been smoking marijuana since the age of 
%n. 

■•Ilavid." a pseudonym to protect his identity, is 17 
now and has been recently discharged from a Chesa- 
peake aliernaiive school for boys. Although David had 
been smoking marijuana since the first grade, six years 
elapsed before his parents realized it. 

David has been thrown out of schools, and into jail by 

breaking in and entering houses, stealing enough to 

support his early teenage drug habit. Over the ensuing 

ears of his turmoil and psychiatric testing, never was a 

correlation between excessive marijuana and irratidnal 

behavior evinced by clinicians; although the damaging 

relation, Mrs. Williams feels, is obvious. 

Started out well 

David was a well mannered child during his 
adolescent years, but changed later on. 

"Up until David was f^ or 13 years old. he was 
happy: had a good self-image; was well behaved; loved 
his family; and was never a discipline problem." Mrs. 
Williams said. 

"But during the summer of 1976. he was 13. he 
began disobeying his father and me." she continued. 
"He St?-" ■ .'tdving the yard after he had been told not 
lo. Ltavid also broke into neighbor's houses and stole 
Jigarettes nlong with two other boys." 

The burglarized homeowners did not prosecute 
Usivid. and things returned to normal until that Fall 
Mhen school began again. 

"David was still well behaved at home," Mrs. 
Williams said, "but when school started that year, he 
and three other boys skipped classes and stole a boat. 
They returned it. of course, but again nothing 
happened for the boys for their atnions." 

In May of 1977. David''- parents were suddenly 
informed by Virginia Beach public school ofRcials that 
nc was out of their control. His grades dropped. FUs 
•chool record was clean. 

"1 checked his records." Mrs. William^ said, "bi the 
sixth grade, his teacher wrote that he was 'Precious'. In 
the sesenth grade they said he was 'All boy*. And in 
\1a\ ol that year everything just blew up." 

That Summer David was placed in the Pendleton 
Prqiect for children with behavioral problems. Nancy 
und James were told that David needed discipline and a 
more struaurcd hfestyk: They attended counseling 
vcssions with David wtr most of that Summer. But 
never wis it suggested that David's dcviam behavior 
.'night be attributed to his marijuana use. 

David entered iuniar high school in tlie Fafl oT I97S, 
jnlytobethrawnouiwiitiinafewwaeks forpoucssioo 
ol a dope smoking instnuneni. k w«& then tlw Mrs. 
N^ illiams began to understand the problem oonfrantint 
her and James. 

"Tke vice prmdpal found a bong on hiiii," Mrs. 



Williams said. "They didn't cxpell David; instead they 
let me withdraw him. And that was the first time I 
realized that David was involved with drugs." 

David was teken for psychiatric evaluations at a 
Virginia Beach mental health facility. It was deter- 
mined that David possessed a sociopathic personality, 
along with an inability to interact with society. It was 
recommended that David be institutionalized at the age 
Ol 12. Again, his anomalous behavior was never blamed 
on his illicit drug use. 

Following the evaluations, David was placed in 
another Virginia Beach junior high school in a dass for 
emoiionally disturbed children. He didn't spend a week 
there before being expelled for uncontrollable conduct. 

"He just broke aU the rules," Mrs. Williams recalls. 
"He was aggressive, abusive, and had a bad temper." 




Ran awty elglit tines 

Beach public school administrators recommended 
David be sem to Timber Ridge, a school for juveniles, 
with behavioral 'problems near Winchester. VA. David 
was small for his age, S' 3", 1 10 pounds, but he got in 
regular fistfights at the school. He ran away from it 
eight times in six weeks. 

"Each time his father took him back," Mrs. Williams 
said. 

"I told the school board that they were responsiUe 
for educating David until he was 16 yean old. We 
wamed him to get an education." 

After deciding David should attend a school called 
Edgeneade. Upper Marlboro, the sdiooi refused to 
admit him. 

"Hiey said David was too happy wteta his lifestyle to 
change, and thM his (bug uMflMde Uan not a very good 
candidaie for admittance.** Mn. WaiiHH uid. "Hiey 
abo said be had atiwciil friends, and i*w • very 
depressed boy. It was suggested that we tiyio keep 
hin at home, in a foster hone, or in an institution.'* 

David spent three weeks at Duke University. 



Durham. N.C., where psychologists concluded David 
was on drugs, and that his conscience was under- 
developed. 

"Even Duke never suggested that the drug use was 
causing his problems." Mrs. Williams said. 

Another psychological examination followed, and it 
was announced David was not psychotic, nor socio- 
pathic, and it was suggested David enroll in a Virginia 
Beach vocational schod. 

"He did beautifiiUy there." Mrs. William? remem- 
bers, "until he hurt his bick working and had to 
withdraw." 

Charged with larceny 

David lived at home during this periods before 
recently enrolling in the Chesapeake ahemative school. 
While at the school David managed to get into even 
more trouble. 

"He was charged with burglary and larceny," his 
mother said, "and given suspended sentences. 
Because he was only 16 years old he was put on 
probation. David became very abusive around the 
house, threatening to beat his sister, father and me up. 
He threatened to stab his brother and future 
brother-in-law, and beat them all up also. 

"The overriding thing, however," Mrs. Williams 
continued, "was David's temper. When he lost it, it 
was a horrible thing to behold. He'd hit his^sisten He'd 
threaten to bum the hobSe do*n. Oite* ihoriiihg I 
couldn't find his coat and he kicked a hde in the door. 
Finally we called David's probation officer and tdd him 
we couldn't take it any mwe. That's when he was put in 
the Chesapeake alternative school." 

Nancy said David has now learned to better coitrol 
his temper, and has again become closer with his 
family. She thinks that when David was in jail, his 
attitude turned around. 

"He hated it. David thought he was alright and the 
rest'of the world was out of step," Mrs. Williams said. 
"He said he felt like a rat in a maze during the 
psychiatric examinations, being constantly observed.'' 

Warning signs 

Mrs. Williams said she believes David's excessive 
marijuana smoking has affected his manner of walking; 
his weight and lack of height; his garb; sparce eating 
habits; and absent mindedness. 

"He has a habit of leaving his possessions over at his 
friend's houses," Mrs. Williams said. "It became 
typical for him to leave a jacket or a ski suit somewhere, . 
aiid never retrieve it." 

Mrs. Williams said David was very mobile, and his 
frieiids were not always known. Mrs. Williams said 
parents should "listen for the silence" from their 
children, and try to noticie if their children have 
deviated from their normal character. 

Mrs. Williams also said parents need to come out of 
the closet, and fiscc their personal family problems. 

"I hope parents will read this," she said, "md if we 
can save other parents from going through the same 
hell we have, I will be satisfied. Parents are 
complacem. and tend not to think timi a situation suidi 
as this can evolve in their fhmily. Biit drug problems 
affect families rich and poor aKke. We finatty foced up 
to it. and made up our minds that David was not going 
to intfanidate us any more." 

Mrs. Wittams said parents need to realize that the 
chcnricab liriiaied while their cWMren smoke dope, dc 
not dissolve in water.

If Parents Don't Care Who Will?

To many Virginia Beach parentrthe recent seizures of 
large quantities of marijuana and hashish c(Mne as a 
welcome relief. The seizures rq>res^ the tip of the 
iceberg perhaps, but it is ~ 
that much less to pollute 
our community. 

For nearly two years the 
Virginia Beach Council of 
P.T.A.'s has worked 
steadily to alert parents to 
the gravity of the drug 
problem in our city. It has 
not been easy. The public 
posture has been to 
discount the whole issue as 
being blown out of 
proporticm by emotion. It 
is understandable, 
following the reasoning 
that we choose to ignore 
what is unpleasant in most cases. Dela»ey 

That kids taking drugs is an emotional issue is certain. 
That hundreds of our youngsters are "turning on" just 
as certain. No single thing strikes so close to the core of 
a parent as a threat to their child. In the case of drug 
abuse however, another phenomenon occurs. It is a 
triad of denial, guilt and fear: "It could never be my 
child." "What have I done wrong to make them do 
this?" "What if I can't get him to stop?" 

For those of us working with parents in Virginia 
Beach, the interviews in this issue are not new. They are 
no longer terrifying. At this point, the shock is gone and 
is rq)laced by lingering pain and concern... and a 
question... how long will we sit complacently and let this 
continue to happen? 

When the Council of P.T.A.'s started researdiing 
ways to address this problem, we came up with an in- 
teresting idea. Throwing millions of dollars into studies 
had not solved it. Saying it doesn't exist hadn't solved 
it. Wringing our hands and saying something is wrong 




with society hadn't solved it. The answer was simple. 
We have to solve it. We -will solve it by using those same 
skills that fortified us through every crises our families 
have ever faced. We will solve it through force of will, 
an instinct to protect what is oiurs and the belief that we 
have both the right and the responsibility to do so. 

It is easy to understand how we could get to this stage 
without calling a halt. We have the natural desire to 
believe everything is alright. We don't like disruptions 
in the status quo. Everything is going along fine and we 
assume that it always will. We are further conditioned 
to discount early warnings by studies which tell us that 
the cause of drug abuse among youngsters is due to 
societal ills such as poverty, unemployment and racial 
discrimination. Wdl, that certainly lets us off the hook. 
It also explains why so many of our white, middleK;lass 
kids are doing drugs. We, their parents, are unem- 
ployed, they are poverty stricken and have gotten sick 
and tired Of being called insulting ^nic names. 

We can no longer stand idly by and watch our hopes 
for the future go down the drain as dealers chant their 
Utany of "sluff," "ludes," "coke" "blotter acid" 
"speed" and "China white." We have to use the same 
tactics citizens of this country have always used^when 
their values and ideals have been threatened. We have to 
act together as parents, teachers, public officials, law 
enforcement officers and courts to see that clear 
messages go out. No amount of drug money in the 
world is equal to the lifb of even one Virginia Beach 
youngster. 

We must educate ourselves. We must be alert. We 
must support legislation designed to stop legalization o^ 
marijuana and other substances harmful to our children 
and youth. We must be a constant presence in support 
of our police and laws. We must get involved in the 
every day life of our children, offering fupport, en- 
couragement, and most importantly, direction. As one 
element in our concept of "parent power" tiie PTA is 
involved in c<»irt watching. With the assistance of the 
Commonwealth's Attorney, we send monitors into the 
courts to observe drug-related trials. We represent the 
absent victims and our fellow citizens. It is a quiet way 
of saying, we're watching and we care." 



We have the best public school system, yet the best 
school system iathe world cannot educate students with 
short term memory loss, anesthetized logic and imper- 
fect decision-making skills. We need well-educated, 
highly motivated citizens to mold our future. We do not 
need "laid back", pleasure seeking non-producers. This 
country's existence is based on perseverance, but not 
perseverance in the pursuit of self -gratification. 

There is no single thing we can't do if we join together 
in the effort, remembering that from the ship on the 
coast to the "pit" across from school can be measured 
in miles. The trip from the first "joint" or pill to the last 
can be measured only in terms of pain, guilt, fragmen- 
ted families and loss. One is a question of economics, 
the other of human disintegration. 

Nothing the Virginia Beach Council of P.T.A's 
could do can erase what the mother and son in these ar- 
ticles have been through. Nothing anyone can do can 
accomplish that. Nor can we ease the pain of the 
families attempting to cope with the damage already 
done to one of their loved ones. What we can do is say 
that we are here. We have begun. We are committed. 
We will reach out and join hands with those around u^ 
and announce to anyone who doubts our deter- 
mination, "No longer will we sacrifice one Virginia 
Beach youngster - not my son. not their daughter, not 
one. They are ours. If we don't care enough to protect 
them, who will?"

These questions have been asked recently by 
Virginia Beach detectives, drug enforcement ex- 
perts, and concerned citizens. 

Beach detective Brace Be — oa charges that 
Virginia Beach judges hand out suspended senten- 
ces "like it's going out of style," and contends 
suspending sentences is circumventing the law. 

Beach attorney and national drug enforcement 
advisor Fraaii Carrti^oa said, "while judges may 
not be actually violating the letter of the law by 
suspending sentences, they are violating the spirit 
of the taw." 

Four Virginia Beach Circuit Court judges, and 
one General District judge were contacted by the 
Sun and asked the following question. Their an- 
swers follow immediately. 

QUESTION: Virginia Beach detectives and 
other civic leaders have charged that in some 
Viiniinia Beach courts, some Virginia Beach judges 
are circuniventthg the law by handing out lenient 
sentences in drug casein. For example, a man 
charg^ with" possession of cocaine with inicnt to 
distribute may not revcive the five year sentence 
the felony offen.se calls for. but may receive a 
three year suspended .sentence, leaving iwo years 
of which, time may be eliminated for good 
behavior. So in reality, a man deserving five years 
in jail may end up serving less than one year. 



We understand there are special considerations 
for plea bargaining and exchanges of information. 
However, while suspending sentences may not be 
a viotation of the letter of the taw. some people 
contend it is a violation of the spirit of the law. Do 
you agree? 



JUDGE PHILIP I.. RliSSO: No comment . 
JITDGE AVSTIN E. OWEN: No comment. 
JUDGE BERNARD G. BARROW: Tm not in 

a position to comment on the sentencing policies 
of other judges. 

JUDGE CALVIN SPAIN (General District 
Court): It would not be appropriate for me to 
comment. I'm not in criminal coun. 

JUDGE HENRV I.AM: 1 don't violate the 
spirit of the taw. Other judges may do it but I 
don't It's a \ct\ complicated matter to try to 
delay with simply. The drug problem is the worst 
problem we have in N'irginia Beach. These case* 
should K' tried by jur>-. The city prosecutor <ihould 
get behind these cases more. Sentences ha\e been 
on the lenient side, but most of the time we arc 
told to consider suspending sentences in exchange 
for information frimi the defendant. It's a broad 
^woblem. but harsher sentencing may cut down on 
the drug traffic in Virginia Beach.

two or three people I did not get high." he said, "but 
the second time it affected me. It was very relaxing. I 
was never (old what the effect of the grass would be; I 
ain'l stupid. But they asked me if I wanted to try it, 
which I did, but they never forced me to smoke." 

David said his early pot smoking days were spent on 
Virgiaia Beach street corners. As he grew older, pot 
became more accessible to him, consequently his use of 
it grew. 

"I never really had to buy pot," he said, "and I don't 
sell it. I used to be a middleman, more or less, and if i 
didn't' have any pot and needed it, I'd Ukc it if people 
didn't give me some. I was about 12 years old when 1 
starlet] using my money that I got from home to get 
grass It I didn't have any." 

David said friends of all ages experience various kinds 
of drugs. But he restricts his drug intake to marijuana. 

"A lot of my friends take speed and coke (cocaine)," 
he said. "I've tried speed and coke but 1 don't like it. I 
don't even like beer. I used to drink liquor, until I star- 
ted drinking too much and decided it wasn't worth it. 
What other people do is not my business. Some of my 
friends are dead now from taking too much acid; or 
ihey got killed in a car aash. Another friend of mine 
shot tiimself. People know the drugs are bad, but they 
just like the buzz. They think more of the buzz they get 
from drugs than they do about their own lives. Many 
people disagree with people doing these things, but 
there's not much they can do about it." 

David said primarily, he and his friends (ranging in 
ages from the early teens to late twcntie^ usually suy 
indoors watching television, playing records, and 
smoking dope. David said that after a certain point, 
continued smoking yields no marked increase in the ef- 
fects it renders. 

"We spend the whole night smoking." he said, "but 
after a while you quit smoking because you don't get 
any higher, and it's a waste of dope." 

The most David has smoked over the last three or 
four years is an ounce of grass a day between several 
people. The least he smokes is a couple joints a day. 

"Sometimes I go weeks without it because I can't get 
it.';.he said. But 1 can live without it; it's no big deal if 1 
can't get it." 

David will probably marry, and feel certain his wife 
will smoke with him. 

"I was brought up with an older generation, many of 
them are married," he said. "The kids stay in the house 
while the parents get high. The girl 1 marry will 
probably smoke pot. We'll probably smoke it to relax." 
Although David has been smoking since an early age. 
he would not want his children, if he had any, to begin 
smoking as early in life as he did. 
"I don't think I should have started smoking pot at 

the early age I did," he said. "I should have waited until 

I was at least 16 or 17 years old. That's the age I think 

children should reach before they consider smoking pot. 

I've got my reasons for feeling that way; and they're in 

the best interest of the kids. But if they started smoking 

earher than that. I couldn't stop it." 
Hesitantly, David admitted that his excessive 

marijuana may have caused things to happen he didn't 

feel conforuble about. 
"There was one point over the years." David said 

reflectively, "that I was almost pushed to the point of 

doing something to myself. 1 calmed down quite a bit 

after that, but I know I'm not afraid of dying." 

Figlit to Mirvivc 

An uncontrollable temper haunted David and his 
family for years. Now. according to he and his mother, 
nis temper has subsideid. But David remembers he used 
10 get action, and to protect himself. 

"When I used to get mad. I used to really blow up." 
David recalls. "I still have my temper, but I can control 
it much better now. I use it now when I need to. Like in 
a fight; I lose my temper to defend myself." 

As David was growing up. he had regular encounters 
with other boys who taunted him and fought with him 
to make him tougher. 

"I used to get my butt kicked all the time." David 
recalls. "My friends just wanted me to be tough. And I 
am tough. I don't take no crap from nobody." 



But David realized he had developed two lives: a 
street life, and a hoooe life. He now tries to keep the two 
lives better balanced. 

"I see the separate lives now," David said. "I used to 
act at home like 1 used to act <w the street. Now I try to 
act on the street Ukc I act at borne. I used to get in 
trouble. I used to get in fights if pedple said or did 
anything I didn't like. But now I just let things like that 
ride. I was getting into too much trouble on account of 
mv tempter." 

David said he never acted wildly in a car because 
that's "stupid" and dangerous. However, he feeb it is 
his right to celebrate at parties in peofrfe's homes. 

"I don't get crazy as much as I used to," be said. "I 
still like to get radical at parties, and visit friends who 
live in Back Bay, Moyock, Hatteras, Newport News, 
Hampton, Norfolk and Chesapeake. I don't drive, but I 
always get back home. I don't get crazy in cars either. 
That's stupid! There's a place and a time to get crazy 
and in a car is not one of them. If people w«it to get 
down in their cars, they should go down to Creeds and 
race."

David wishes he had stayed in schocri, but was ex- 
pelled twice and now is uncertain when he will receive 
his high school diploma. It is one of the major regrets of 
his life. 

"I would have liked to have suyed in school. I like 
education,'* he said, "but if you know a trade it doesn't 
matter. A trade is sometlung that can't be taken away 
from me. They took school away. I liked school and 
wish now my parents had tied me down to a chair and 
nude me study. But then I was too into partying to care 
about learning." 

David said that during the last couple of years, he 
acted tough and got thrown out of school to keep his 
tough image. But now that image has changed. 

"I know I can make it in society." he said. "I know I 
can, and should, earn a living. I'll probably still smoke 



pot for years to come. But I don't smoke before I work. 
YoucanoMis^Hnsriip." : . 

Years and years of imokiny marijuana has taken its 
toU on David. He siiM>kes dgatvttes, and confesses now 
to getting rcfubr (^zy spe&s. 

"Smoking gr«srdo«s not Iwrt ay eyes." he said, 
"but if I get up too fast nam l gel dizzy. 1 mean, for 
exaiMe. if I got up real fast at this moment, I would get 

dizzy." 
David gets dizzy from pot smoking, while others have 

died from taking narcotics,^ 

"Dead friends make you think twice about your drug 
haWts." he said. "One day you're with your friend, and 
the next day he is dead. I feel sorry now for the parents. 
Uke if a kid comes in dnmk. that type of thing hurts 
parents very badly, and it is not even their faults. What 1 
have done hurts me because I know I wasn't brought up 
badly. That's one of the reasons why I used to stay away 
from home so mudi. I didn't want to bother my paren- 
ts." 

David said, when he was breaking into homes to steal 
merchandise to sunx>rt his drug habit, he could make 
$300 to $600 a week for a few hours work. 

"1 wi^ 1 had never done that stuff," he said, "and I 
wiD never do it again, the people we ripped off were 
usually peoirfe who had akeady ripped us, or our friends 
off." 
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David said there are many teenagers in Virginia Beach 
just like him, and s6me much worse. 

"There's a lot oif ptOfik takiiig acid," hie said. "And 
they're a lot worse off than 1." 

David remembm when his mother found two joints 
on him one day and took him to the poli<»B station. 

"I told her not to take me there," he said, "and that 
she was just going to be laughed at for bringing a 12 
year old kid with two joints to the police station. They 
did laugh." 

Above all, David said he wants to return to work as 
an dectridan and air conditioning man. He expects to 
live at home until he is 18, and then he plans to move to 
California. 

"There's a lot going on there," he said. "1 know a 
few people in California and I would like to go there. I 
need to get out of here. I've been here too long. But I'll 
come back someday to see my family and friends."

'Proceed At Own Risk" - Ervin 



in approving a raffle 
which is legal in Virginia 
would the Virginia Beach 
City Council actually be 
approving a lottery which 
is not? 

Councilman John A. 
Baum wants to know what 
is the difference between a 
raffle and a lottery. "If 
you're making laws about 
f rop and mice and here 
ooncs a herd of elephan- 
U... don't tell me it doesn't 
make a difference. It 
make a lot of difference." 
he said at Council's in- 
formal session Monday 
afternoon. 

The inference is that the 
General Assembly was not 
thinking about a SIO 
million raffle like the one 
proposed by the Poseidia 
Institute when it provided 
for raffles and bingo 
fames. 

At the formal session of 
Council later. Councilman 
Raid Ervta said he could 
see the chance of abusing 
the law. "I think the law 
was to allow fraternal 
fMrganizalions . . .to conduct 
a raftte" and binfo games 
were allowed because of 
the number of elderly 
people who like to play. 
He recalled the raid on the 
bingo game in Aragona 
Village before the law was 
put into effect. It was a 
fiasco, he said.

The information was 
not available Monday and 
Counctt was ready to vote 
on a motion for denial of 
the permit until Poseidia 
officials expressed a 
preference for deferral.

To put it 
bluntly. Robb has smeared 
himsell. 

The IV debate last Thursday 
in Richmond focused on 
leadership qualiticN and Robb's 
Cireat Society background. 
Coleman recalled Robb's 
keynote address at the 1978 
Virginia Democratic Parly 
convention. Robb told his 
audience: "There was once a 
man who personified the spirit 
of the Democratic Parly. His 
name was Hubert Humphrey. 
Well. Hubert is gone now. But 
that valiant, fighting spirit lives 
on. Humphrey probably knew 
more about the Democratic 
spirit than any man who ever 
carried the banner of our party. 
Our challenge is to continue his 
work, to complete the iinfm- 
ished business ul AnK-in.;t " 

Coleman says that to 
complete what Robb calls the 
unfinished business of America, 



is to continue the programs (hat 
have increased kiTlation, (axes 
and government interference to 
intolerable levels. Hubert 
Humphrey advtK-aled every- 
thing the 2()th century can 
imagine and the 21st century 
can pay for. If Robb wants you 
to believe that to continue 
Hubert Humphrey's work is not 
a continuation of the Circat 
StK'iely, then hypocrisy has 
made the most brilliant 
advance. 

During the tv debate Robb 
downplayed the candidates' 
differences in issues and said the 
campaign is really about the 
difference in character and 
personal leadership ability. "A 
leader," Coleman has said, "is 
someone who is not fu//y on the 
issues. A leader is someone who 
can be understood when he 
speaks. A leader isn't afraid to 
take a stand. A leader speaks for 
himself. He has ideas. He has 
actually done something. A 
leader is someone who leads. 
And he's sonteone who has 
gotten thereon hisown." 

To illustrate the difference in 
leadership and legislative exper- 
ience, Coleman said, "I cast 
more than 3.(XK) legislative 
votes. My' opponent during his 
entire political career cast only 
four." And if he does get into a 
pt>siiion of legislative leader- 
ship. Robb watchers say he will 
ct>ntinuc ii> rely (^n «Mhers. They 
sec liim as ihc totally 
manipulated poliiician, domi- 
nated by his managers and his 
seconds. Can this be leadership? 

At critical times in the tv 
debate Robb appeared pu//led. 
even hurl, and was stung into a 
sort of siamuKring. Standfng 
alone, without his helpers, his 
indecisiveness and lack of ideas 
were obvious. 1 isiening to 
Robb debate the issues is about 
as scintillating as reading copy 
on the back of a breakfast cereal 
bos. If this is leadership. 
Ibllowers w ill be hard to find. 

I eadership is an issue upon 
which the 1981 gubernalorial 
election should properly Iikus. 
Of the two candidates, who is 
the more experienced leader? 
Who is more likely to effectively 
support President Reagan's 
economic recovery program? 
Who is more likely to be a 
lulliime governor, working in 
the best interest of Virginia? 

I I is Marshall Coleman who 
encourages hope of genuine 
accomplishment in these 
intportanl directions. Virginia 
demands leadership equal u» the 
state's problems and opixir- 
tuniiies.-H.R.

Three television and two newsp«p«L^eporters, who 
covered a recent multi-million dollar Pungo hashish 
bust, have drawn fire from Virginia Beach's top vice 
and narcotics officer, J. M. Cumui. 

"I told newspaper reporters, and then went on 
television and said that the takedown (bust) which oc- 
cured on Oct. 7 at the Pungo Ferry Bridge was a result 
of information obtained by Norfolk's Corporal Thomas 
Lewis and Virginia Beach Detective Ken StoUe," 
Sergeant Curran told the Sun. ,^ 

"I don't know why none of the television or news- 
paper reports gave Lewis credit," Curran continued. "I 
definateiy feel a man should be recognizedftbr a job weD 
done." 

CosTfan, who said he sent a personal letter of com- 
mendation to Lewis, also noted two other inaccuracies 
in the Virginian Pilot coverage of the hash seizure. 



"I told them that 1,000 pounds of hash was con- 
fiscated, not 1,300 pounds," Curran said, "and that it 
was worth S2.S million, not $2.2 million." ^ 

Sergeant R. E. Wash, in charge of Norfolk's vice and 
narcotics squad, said the dlq>artment wasn't concerned 
that its* men didn't get fitll credit in the newspapers and 
on television. 

"We were involved in the bust, but no one here is 
looking for any pubUcity," Wash said. "I wouldn't 
think of publicity . . .1 have no desire to see pubUcity 
. . . it makes no difference to us who gets it." 

In defense of his Virginian Pilot story, Otff Hubbard 
in a macaronic Southern drawl, said, "I did not attend 
the press conference, so I do not know exactly what the 
sawgent said.

Virginia Beach Students Get Two New Gyms 



Two dementary Ichool 
gyninatiums. lifted in the 
Virginia Beach Capital 
Budget only among 
projects contemplated for 
beyond 1985, are under 
construction. 

How these projects 
could be considered 
before those in the city's 
flve-year budget became a 
nutter of concern to Qty 
Council Monday after- 
noon during a revision of 
the charter bond ap- 
propriations. 

The gyms, at the 
College Park and 
Linkhorn Park schools, 
are being financed wfth 
approximately S700.000 
leftover from construction 
of the Providence Elemen- 
tary School and the 
Roscmont Elementary 
School and from funds 
(S281,000) set aside for the 
Princess Anne High 
School remodeling 
project. The Princess An- 
ne project had been drop- 
ped because it was 4*tar- 
mined the cost would be 
close to $3 million. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
was especially disturbed 
because inclusion of the 
gyms would have defeated 



the bond issue. He mid the 
gym construction raises a 
question of credibility. "I 
have the appearance we're 
circumventing the wiU of 
the voters," he said. 

Coundlwomen Barbara 
Henely and Reba Mc- 
Clanan questioned that 
gyms should be built at all 
when classrooms are sup- 
posed to be needed 
desparatdy. 

As a result of the 
diacttssioo which started at 
the informal session and 
continued into the formal 
session of CouncU, Mayor 
Dr. J. Henry McCoy will 
invite the School Board 
Chairman Dr. Roy A.
